Claim Rejections - 35 JJSC § 112

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 3.5 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it. in such lull, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 



contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1,8, 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 
Applicant add a new limitation of "a common printed circuit board base adapted to accept all of 
the plurality of different types of illumination sources" in claims 1, 8, and 14. However, the new 
limitation above is not properly described in the application as filed. Neither the drawings nor the 
specification does properly disclose the new limitation. As you see in Fig. 1 of the drawings, 
there are two separate printed circuit board bases 12. However, The two separate printed circuit 
board bases do not contain all of the plurality of different types of illumination sources. Each 
printed circuit board base contains different types of illumination sources respectively. 
Therefore, claims 1, 8, and 14 fail to comply with the written description requirement. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) ah application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hymer (US 
6,840,660 B2). 

5. Re claims 1-6: Hymer discloses a method of installing a light assembly including all the 
elements in claim 1, the elements comprising a common printed circuit board base (10 in Fig. 13) 
adapted to accept all of the plurality of different types of illumination sources; a plurality of 
different types of illumination, sources (38 and 70 in Fig. 13) attached to the common printed 
circuit board base; a plurality of trim bezels 1 16 in Fig. 16) adapted to accept the common 
printed circuit board base. Further, Hymer discloses LEDs or incandescent bulbs attached to the 
common PCB. Furthermore, Hymer discloses a switch (72 in Fig. 13) and a vehicle wiring 
harness assembly (Fig. 8). 

Claim Rejections -35 JJSC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
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having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claims 8-14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hymer in view 
of Pederson (US 6,462,668 bl). 

8. Re claims 8-14: Hymer discloses all the elements in claims 8-14 except a mounting 
bracket. However, a mounting bracket is a known device to connect LED or any other 
illumination sources to a printed circuit board, and Pederson teaches a mounting bracket (340 in 
Fig. 41). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to employ the mounting bracket as Pederson taught into Hymer's LED in order to 
connect the LED to the printed circuit board. 

9. Claims 7 and 15-2Q are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Hymer in view of Barnett et al. (US 6,541,800 B2). 

Re claims 7 and 15-20: Pederson does not disclose a plurality of outwardly extending mounting 
fingers of the trim bezels. However, Barnett teaches a plurality of outwardly extending mounting 
fingers (54 in Fig. 5) of the trim bezels (40). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to employ Barnett's mounting fingers onto Pederson's 
trim bezels in order to provide a easy connection to the trim bezels.
